City Attorney T. Guy Cornyn indicated this week that the 
City Council’s next move toward providing retirement benefits for 
municipal employees will be determined, to some extent, by the 
voters on April 13. 

Despite a hitch in the City’s 
earlier intent to pay the entire 
cost of such a program, includ¬ 
ing prior service and current 
contributions, the proposition to 
finance such a plan by a hike 
of up to 20 cents in the City 
tax rate, must remain on the 
ballot, Cornyn says. 

The tax increase proposition 
is one of two on the ballot for 
the April 13 election, the other 
being a proposition to incur a 
bonded indebtedness of $110,000 
to finance water system im¬ 
provements. Citizens also will 
cast their ballots for three coun- 
ciimen to serve four-year terms. 
Propose Tax Hike 
If a tax increase pegged at 
20 cents is approved by the vot¬ 
ers, the council may consider a 
revised pension plan whereby 
tne City and employees each 
pay 50Vo of the contributions, 
mis, Cornyn estimates, might 
up the tax rate from 10 to 15 
cents. It also is understood 
that the contributory plan, as 
compared with the non-contrib- 
uiory plan, is more costly in¬ 
asmuch as employees’ contribu¬ 
tions generally are redeemable 
on termination or death. 

Voters’ rejection of the tax 
hike would leave the council 
the alternatives of seeking to 
finance a pension plan out of 
general funds or of bringing it 
to vote again in special elec¬ 
tion or in the next general elec¬ 
tion in 1956. 

James Comments 
In a statement Councilman 
Charles H. James, finance com¬ 
mittee chairman, points out: 

“Our neighboring cities have 
retirement plans and we have 
to compete with them for our 
personnel. Therefore we must 
offer a comparable plan or have 
some other inducement such as 
higher wages or else we get 
only the employees not accept¬ 
ed by our neighbors. 

“It was unfortunate that the 
council was given incorrect ad¬ 
vice concerning the privilege of 
the City to pay the entire cost 
of a retirement plan. But cer¬ 
tainly, this should not upset 
our plan to provide reasonable 
retirement benefits for our de¬ 
serving City employees. For 
there are as many plans in 
operation which split the costs 
as there are those in which the 
employee alone accepts the en¬ 
tire cost. 

“The monthly cost of the pro¬ 
posed retirement plan, if split 
equally between the City and 
employee will not be great. It 
would seem that it would be 
shortsighted of the employees 
to not accept their share of cost 
if it proves to be the only 
course. 

“The proposed special tax of 
not to exceed 20 cents would 
have financed a retirement 
plan with the City paying all 
the cost. Now, if the voters as¬ 
sent, somewhat less than this 
amount would be needed to pay 
the City's share, and this 
amount would decrease after 
the heavy costs of prior service 
are met. Of course, the special 
tax can be used ONLY for this 
purpose.” 


us'not be foolish again. With 
current profits and the cash on 
hand of approximately $133,000 
we can improve and maintain 
our water department service to 
the extent of approximately 
$282,000 in six years. With a 
new bond issue of any amount, 
if we follow past mistakes, we 
will again be indebted for an¬ 
other 40 years.

I like a clean city, in¬ 
spected periodically. I favor the 
bond proposition. We are in a 
shaky position to deal with a 
major fire at the point of great¬ 
est danger, Zone 3, on the edge 
of the forest. I favor providing 
retirement benefits to City em¬ 
ployees. I continue to believe 
in preparedness against natural 
and enemy - caused disasters. 
The improvements to the water 
system are necessary for our 
Civil Defense. We should look 
for a qualified engineer to fill 
the vacancy in the office of city 
administrator. He must inspect 
the new construction and see 
that we get every item on the 
blueprint, and in proper quali¬ 
ty. Problems concerning water, 
fire, police, funds, streets, 
health, construction, schools, 
recreation have all presented 
themselves to me before in 
posts that I have commanded 
or administered. I thought I 
was through with them forever 
but if the people of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre on April 13 think that the 
experience is of value, I shall 
not fail to do my best.

I am under no obligation to any 
group. 


On October 6, 1950 the Court approved an agreement entered 
into between the Cities of Sierra Madre and Arcadia on June 30, 
1950, allowing Sierra Madre to spread water from Santa Anita 
Creek, and recapture the same for beneficial purposes. 

This agreement further stipu¬ 
lates that the first duty of the 
waters of Big Santa Anita Creek 
is to provide 1420 acre feet to 
the Eastern Unit of the Ray¬ 
mond Basin from which Sierra 
Madre and Arcadia obtain their 
well water. Any water over and 
above this amount conserved 
by Sierra Madre by spreading 
in its settling basins, shall be¬ 
long to Sierra Madre.

Run-off conditions must be im¬ 
proved in critical areas by low¬ 
ering crowns, raising curbs, al¬ 
tering gradients. A realistic 
master zoning plan should be 
adopted and adhered to, with 
no spot zoning or variances. 
The bond issue is necessary to 
carry out the plans of the wa¬ 
ter department.

In Iwo Jima Maneuvers 

Marine Pic. Leroy H. Jarvis, 
son of Mrs. Clara E. Breese, 
450 Churchill Rd., was among 
members of the "enemy” force 
defending Iwo Jima from an 
amphibious attack by the 3rd 
Marine Division during the re¬ 
cent “Operation Flaghoist.” 

The “enemy” force during the 
combined Army-Navy-Marine 
maneuver was the 2nd Battal¬ 
ion of the 4th Marine Regiment. 
For a month before the land¬ 
ing, the 2nd Battalion dug into 
Iwo Jima’s pock-marked ter¬ 
rain, often using the same 
bunkers built during World 
War II to repel the invasion of 
the 3rd, 4th and 5th Marine 
Divisions. 

Following the successful com¬ 
pletion of the mission to seize, 
occupy and defend Iwo Jima, 
memorial services were held in 
memory of the 4000 Marines 
and sailors who gave their lives 
in 1945 to seize the island for 
an air base.

We investigated ev¬ 
ery possibility but discovered 
that no .sensible expansion 
could be made in any other 
fashion. We offered the build-

"YOU ARE COURAGEOUS" 

By the Rev. Donald H. Ostrander 
Text: Heb. 13: 6 

PART I 

This marks another in our 
Lenten series of meditations on 
the theme, “Fathoming Your 
Faith.” 

As Christians, you are aware 
that you are chosen, and there¬ 
by have the joyous responsi¬ 
bility and privilege of choosing 
to serve God. Your awareness 
of God’s concern for you makes 
you confident—not in yourself, 
but in God—and in His ready 
willingness to go with you 
along life’s way. This confi¬ 
dence carries the further con¬ 
viction that fears are foolish, 
that worry is wasteful, that un¬ 
certainty is useless, that grief 
is groundless. For confidence 
is the harbinger of courage. 

Directly in proportion as you 
are confident in the power and 
prevailing presence of God, 

YOU ARE COURAGEOUS: Con¬ 
fidence is not courage; but it 
is the necessary pre-requisite. 

Out of confidence grows cour¬ 
age. Confidence gets you start¬ 
ed; courage is the “follow- 
through.” 

"Stars God’s Lights” 

A little boy one night once 
identified the stars as the 
“lights God hangs out so I 
won’t be afraid of the dark.” 

How many of us see through 
the windows of our souls the 
lights that God constantly 
hangs out so we need not be 
afraid? These lights — these 
flashes of insight—which God 
gives to those who believe—are 
revelations—God revealing 
Himself to those who are sensi¬ 
tively aware. It comes in a num¬ 
ber of ways—through Scripture, 
through Jesus Christ, through 
the Holy Spirit moving in and 
amongst us in a kind of intui¬ 
tive perception coming to us in 
flashes of insight! 

The lights from Scripture are 
perhaps the most commanding 
and convincing. The Psalmist 
recognized and could say with 
conviction, “Thy word is a lamp 
unto my feet, and a light unto 
my pathway," So, as we medi¬ 
tate this Lenten season upon 
the word of God, we, too, can 
see there the lights that shine 
upon our pathway. 

Courage in Confidence 

This passage from Isaiah, for 
example: “Fear not,” God tells 
the prophet and the people— 

“Fear thou not, for I am with ... 
thee; be not dismayed, for I s ' 

am thy God. I will strengthen 
thee, yea I will help thee, yea 
I will uphold thee with the 
right hand of my righteous¬ 
ness.” This is a paraphrased 
verse in the second verse of 
that great hymn—“How Firm a 
Foundation.” A light that God 
hangs in the window of our 
souls so that we are not afraid, 
but are courageous. 

This gives a triumphant 
courage that comes from a 
quiet confidence in the willing¬ 
ness of God to help. Pain and 
unpleasantness can easily “get 
us down,” but courage will not 
allow this to happen. For cour¬ 
age is indeed adversity’s lamp, 
as someone has said.
